Prospects on Malacca. Straits 
There have been suggestions that’a 






















taking place from the Dutch East Indies 
and possibly Malaya. Expert opinion in 
London considers this most unlikely for a 
number of reasons. 

One reason is that the Japanese cannot 
withdraw. . The land route between Japan 
and her forces in this area was cut when 
the Japanese withdtew in Kwangsi, south- 
west of Canton. The sea route is via the 
South China Sea, dominated by General 
MacArthur’s land and sea forces both 
American and Australian. What is left of 
the Japanese fleet cannot make an effec- 
tive showing outside of home waters, and 
cannot hope to escort convoys through the 
South China Sea gauntlet. Perhaps an 
occasional individual ship (in the doubtful 
event that the Japanese have any to spare) 
might slip through, but enough to move 
any substantial part of the garrisons in the 
Malacca area is out of the question. 

But even if they could withdraw, it is 
argued, there is little reason for them to do 
so. For one thing, the Japanese are. pre- 
pared to consider their troops expendable. 
So long as they remain in the area they 
absorb the attention of some Allied forces 
which might otherwise be used elsewhere. 
Furthermore, there is no reason why they 
should be expected to present the Allies 
with such strategic plums as the Malacca 
Straits and Singapore. 

What expert opinion expects is that the 
Japanese, realizing that without command 
of the air and the sea they cannot hold on|_ 

and that with these isolated 

they have left themselves open to 
defeat in detail, will see the necessity for 
concentrating at vital points such as com- 
munications centres, production centres 
for oll and rubber, and at Singapore, Bata- 
via and Surabaya, and in the Bangkok, 
Saigon, Canton and Shanghaj areas. These 
are the places where the Japanese must. 
hold out if their forces on the rim are to

When they are under 25 
years of age, 281 husbands die for every 
100 wives; between 25 and 34 years the ratio 
is 197 to 100; between 35 and 44 years—222 
to 100; between 45 and 54 years — 222 to 
100; between 55 and 64—208 to 100; and 65 
and over—108 to 100. 
















British Motor.Industry in Wartime 

Some impressive facts about the war- 
time achievements of the British automo- 
tive industry were given recently by Sir 
William Rootes, head of the well-known 
motor firm of Rootes, Ltd. in a speech at 
Maidstone, Kent. ;
